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ON JULY 25, 1973, the leader of 
the Gahal (the precursor of today's 
Likud) opposition, Menachem 
Begin, sparked un uproar in the 
Knesset when he demanded the es- 
tablishment of nn official commis- 
sion of inquiry lo probe the 
Azlusoroff murder of June 1933. 
Begin argued thal despite the 
judicial acquittal of the three Jews 
charged with the murder of the 
Labour movement leader, the 
Mupai forerunners of the Labour 
Party had insisted all along that they 
were none the less guilty of that 
murder, Two generations of Israelis 
had been inculvated with the gist of 
the Mapai poster that reiterated the 
charge despite an appeal court's 
finding, Begin declared, labelling it 
“a blood Libel." 

The uproar of mutual Labour and 
Herut recriminations in the Knesset 
came when then prime minister 
Gulda Meir, urged Begin to drop 
his request and warned him that if 
he did not he could expect the 
Revisionist “mood of incitement™ 
of the period preceding and sur- 
rounding the murder tu be probed 
and aired ns well. 

“Koesset Member Begin was not 
in the country at the time of the 
murder, but [ was," Golda told the 
Knesset. “When [ recull that period 
[ get shivers up my spine. | 
remember the incitement aguinst 
dicar Haim Ariosoroff. | remember 
the editorials in the Revisionist 
press in the country and abroad and 
the inciting broadsides. Any 
reasonabie person could only con- 
clude thal young people, persuaded 
by those articles that accused 
Arlosoroff of treachery and of 56}}- 
ing his people to the encmy...could 
have resorted to violence against . 
such a Saaballat," she said. 

Needless to say Golda did not set 
up the inquiry board Begin re- 
quested, and which he now, as 
prime minister, has established with 
the unopposed approval of his 
cabinet. 

The date on which that original 
proposal was made should be noted: 
it was the last session of the Seventh 
Knesset before the elections that 
had been scheduled for October 31, 
but which were later postponed 
due to the Yom Kippur War. 


THE OVERWHELMING majority 
of Israelis, including those who live 
on the ubiquitous Arlosoroff Streets 
which are to be found in nearly all 
of Israel's towns and cities, have not 
the stightest inkling of who Haim 
Arlosoroff was. They are even more 
in the dark about the import of the 
names Abba Ahimeir, Avraham 
Stavsky and Zvi Rosenblate. 

Today's dwindling number of old- 
timers, who were young political 
war-horses at Lhe time of the drama 
of the murder and its aftermath find 
it hurd to believe that “younger 
generations “who knew not Haim 
and Viadimir™ could not éare legs. 
To them, the Arlosoroff murder, 
“the Revisionist incitement,” the 
“Mapai blood libel" are as [resh 
and relevant as if they occurred just 
yesterday. 

For Menachem Begin, who was ἃ 
20-year-old Betar youth leader in 
Poland at the lime, the Arlosoroff

University, and is completing ἃ 
book on the Arlosoroff case, was wn 
18-year-old member of the small 
Betar youth movement at the tine 
of the murder, Later, he served his 
legal apprenticeship with the Haifa 
barrister, Mordechai Eliash, who 
represented Arlosoroif’s wile Sima 
in the murder trial. 

The soft-spoken Nedava, who is 
os far as can be from the image of 
the rabid Mapai-baiting 
Revisionists of the 1930s, is con- 
vinced that Begin's step in setting 
up the commission of inquiry was a 
just and necessary one. He believes 
the probe can be carried out quickly 
and will serve to “lance the wound 
that has been suppurating™ for near- 
ly half a century. 

He rejects charges that the prime 
minister's intention is to smear to- 
day's Labour Party with the blood- 
libel charge. “Alter all, neither 
Peres, Rabin, nor any other of to- 
day's Labour people was around 
then, so there should be nothing to 
fear from that direction.” 

Nedava recalls the persistent 
Mapai exploitation of the allega- 
tions that Revisionists had killed 
Arlosoroff. He quotes from an arti- 
cle by Ben-Gurion in a Yiddish paper 
in Poland several days afler the 
crime, in which he wrote of the 
Revisionists as “capable of any out- 
rage, including violence and even 
murder,” 

The political background to all of 
this was Mapai's drive for 
hegemony in the Zionist movement, 
Nedava claims. 

“Look at the figures. In the elec- 
tions to the 17th Zionist Congress in 
1931, Mapai got 29 per cent and the 
Revisionists 21 per cent. In the elec- 
tions to the 18th Congress in 1933, 
Mapai got 44 per cent but the 
Revisionists dropped to 14 per 
cent.” . 

Nedava recalled that on the mor- 
row of the murder he was one of the 
crowd outside the morgue where 
Arlosoroff's body had, been 
brought. “Already on that first day, 
when there was no proof of 
anything yet, 1 heard people all 
around me accusing the 
Revisionists of the crime,” he said. 

“In the following years, we 
Revisionists were branded as 
murderers, even though a number 
of Mapai leaders were by then con- 
vineed of the thesis that Arabs had 
killed Arlosoroff. My wife, who was 
also a Betar member, had two 
cousins who were members of kib- 
butzim, and they refused lo visit her 
and ‘set foot in the home of a 
murderess.’

Only about 600 suceceded in 
reaching Sosua, a former banina 
plantation offered for settlement hy 
Dominican President Rafael Trujil- 
lo before the eseape-daors slammed 
shut, as World War II spread. 

They established highly success- 
ful dairy farms which still produce 
much of the milk, meat and cheese 
consumed by this nntion of Tive mil- 
fion. But their children were sent 
abroad for higher education and 
most did not return from the US. 
Canada, Israel and Europe. 50 the 
colony has shrunk to about 8 dozen 
of the original settlers, mainly 
German and Austrian, plus a few 
dozen of their children and 
grandchildren, most of whom, 
through intermarriage, are of mixed 
Dominican-Jewish blood. 

Ironically, the area has just begun 
tp experience a tourism boom. Six- 
teen kilometres away the republic's 
largest jetport, La Union, opened 
lust year and first-class hotels and 
luxury condominium villages are 
springing up along the 30 km. of 
perfect beaches between Sosua and 
Puerto Plata. Visitors and culture 
and job opportunities are finally 
coming to this area which 
Christopher Columbus explored on 
his first trip to the New World. 

But for the Jews of Sosua, it 
comes too late. 

“Few of the children have 
returned,” laments Judith Kibel, a 
Hungarian who came here, via 
Austria and Switzerland, in 1940. 

"There are only a few of us left. 
Ins hundred years’ time, people 
will say, ‘Once Jews who fled from 
Hitler lived here.’ | have never been 
happy here, but I don't want to 
leave," she said simply as she 
poured glasses of mango juice 
squeezed from her backyard tree 
for her visitors, Her two children 
live in the U.S., but she prefers liv- 
ing alone in Sosua to adapting to the 
tushed life there. 

Framed pictures of Golda Meir 
sland on dresser tops and shelves in 
Most of the rooms, When Erich 
Hauser, another of the original set- 
Wlers, picks one up to get a better 
look -at it she says protectively, 

Don't you hurt her. She was the 
most wonderful person.”

Curiously enough, Trujillo 
specifically sought Jewish males, So 
that they would intermarry with 
Dominican women and “whiten” 
the racial mixture in this Hispanic 
nation, where lightness of skin has 
been traditionally associated with 
the upper class. He was also anxious 
to improve his international image, 
tarnished in 1937 by the slaughter of 
ulmost 20,000 members of the black 
Haitian minority in the republic. 
FEW OF THE JEWS who jumped 
at this chance of leaving Europe had 
heard of the Dominican Republic, 
let alone been farmers. 

Erich Hauser was an exception. 
“] always loved it here,” he said. 
“| was a special case among the im- 
migrants because | read Robinson 
Crusoe as a child and wanted to go 
to Africa. Also, | was in Hashomer 
Hatzo'ir, the Zionist youth move- 
ment.” 

Hauser and a brother fled from 
Austria lo Switzefland after the 
German annexation in 1938. Then, 
after six months, they reached Por- 
tugal, where they embarked on ἃ 
journey that was to last 40 days. 

“When our boat stopped ut 
Havana, Jews came outsin small 
boats and brought us cigarettes and 
other things, but we were not al- 
lowed to get off the ship. ; 

“We were dirty and hungry when 
we got to Puerto Plata. They took us 
in an open truck from the port up 
the main street and 1 can stil} 
remember It like yesterday,” he said 
with great emotion. “They had all 
the people on both sides cheering 
us.

“A bus brought us to a 
barracks here at Sosud, My first 
reaction was, ‘I can't live here. ri 
commit suicide,’ The first evening 
we were lold by the head of 
DORSA [The Dominican Resettle- 
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ment Association, which ran the 
colony] that if anyone thinks he 
does not have to work, he is mis- 
taken.” She described it asa “harsh 
welcome” to the strange and hostile 
environment. 

The American Jews who ran the 
colony gave her a choice between 
cleaning fatrines and kitchen work. 
She chose the latter. Later on, hav- 
ing studied music in Vienna, she 
taught singing — Spanish, Hebrew 
and Yiddish songs — to the mixed 
school of Jewish and Dominican 
children. 

“Lr was astonished that our 
children mixed so well with the 
Dominican children,” she said. “It 
was because when children of all 
races grow up together, they do 
everything together.” 

The children of Sosua went to 
Puerto Plata when they reached the 
seventh grade and then to the un- 
iversity at Santiago, aboul an hour 
away. Bul many went to the U.S. for 
college and never returned, 

“After a while there were five or 
six houses, a café and a cinema," 
recalled Mrs, Kibel. “We travelled 
on horseback and loved it. 1 went to 
a nearby town where there was ἃ 
piano and practised. 

“We never got involved in 
politica,” she said when asked how 
the Jews fell about their benefactor, 
strongman Trujillo. “Sure we had 
feelings about what was going on 
around us, But a Jew in a strange 
country should not mix in politics. 
We saw what politics did for us in 
Austria.” 

(Some Jews feared repercussions 
when Trujillo was assassinated in 
1961, sald Mai Schoenhals, a profes- 
sor of history spending o working 
‘vacation al Sosua.""Some even fled 


to Miami for a time but returned 


when it became apparent that under 
his successor, Joaquin Balaguer.

Mixed marringes continue to 
dilute the Jewish seed from Europe. 
Mrs. Kibel described a recent wed- 
ding between a girl who is half 
Dominican and half Jewish and a 
Dominican boy. A rabbi and a 
priest officiated Jointly at the 
ceremony. 

“Some girls wear both the Magen 
David and the Virgen de dlta 
Gracia," she said. “Some of the 
children are really mixed up. You 
have to belong, be either 4 Jew or a 
Christian. You have to identify with 
something, But not a little of this 
and a little of that. Our children 
don't make good marriages. They 
don't get good jobs.” 


THE COLONY begun os a com- 
munal settlement, but was divided 
in 1947 because, according to Erich 
Hauser, “it didn’t produce, and 
people were sitting on their suit- 
cases waiting to leave for the U.S." 
Each family was given about $2,000 
to purchase 80 dunams, 10 cows and 
a house on credit. Those who stayed 
‘formed water cooperatives to 
develop und share resources, and 
marketing-processing cooperatives 
that sold their daily products 
throughout the country. 

Erich Benjamin is 75, but as he 
stands in his work clothes under an 
open barn feeding grain and motas- 
ses to each of his 90 milk cows, he 
looks in better physical condition 
than most men 20 years younger.

THE TABLE is occupied by army 
personnel, their hair cut to regula- 
tion length. Their talk is all about 
the everyday problems of military 
life. The cafe door opens and in 
walks a young man with highlighted 
blond hair, sporting a lilac jacket 
and tound wire spectacles, He, toc, 
is in the army.

One of Oxman's most fantastic 
claims is that he shot liquid from his 
mouth while some poor nurse was 
trying to inoculate him. But this, he 
asserts, was just the beginning of his 
army routine. : 

In an environment where young 
people are constantly subject to dis- 
cipline, the magician feels that he is 
one of the factors that help‘soften 
the harshness of the life. ᾿ 

“They can get singers every day

OXMAN is often envied by the 
other soldiers with whom he comes’ 
in contact.

Last summer, Oxman found 
himself in Kiryat Shmona during the 
Katyusha attacks.

more: than a little scared himself. 
“All| could hoar were these loud 
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bangs while | was performing. But 
that wasn't the worst of it. In 
between I had to walk between 
shelters and [ really didn't know 
what was going to happen to me.” 

Within the army itself, Oxman 
has to do without ἃ close circle of 
friends, because he is never in one 
place long enough to get to know 
anyone. There is no real regret in 
his voicé, however, at the absence 
of this boon to army existence. 
There are plenty of people who 
recognize him, although he can’t 
always remember their faces. Ox- 
man seems to hold his own in most 
company. He converses with ease 
with his -commanding officer; he 
performs part of his act in the mid- 
dle of a Tel Aviv cafe where he 
simply basks in the attention he at- 
tracts.

WHILE ITS symphony or- 
chestra is constantly bedevilled 
by problems, Haifa can boast of a 
thriving body that, since the early 
years of the State, has provided 
thousands of its young citizens with 
an opportunity of making music.

At the beginning of this month, 
the Haifa Youth Orchestras 
celebrated their 30th anniversary 
with a week of recitals and chamber 
music concerts, ending on March 6 
with a multi-media concert al the 
Haifa Auditorium.

WHILE WE ARE on the subject of 


righting the wrongs of history, I sug- ᾿ 


gest that the prime minister should 


appoint several more judicial com- - 


missions to investigate other crimes, 
Jacob de Haan, the lapsed Zionist 
who was murdered in Jerusalem in 
1924, and’Avshalom Feinberg of the 
Nili — who really killed them’? And 
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then there was the terrible wrong 
done to one of the first Zionists, the 
precursor of Ze'ev Jabotinsky in the 
preaching of mass immigration ‘to 
Israel, Shabbetal Zvi. Other ancient 
wrongs come to mind. Did. Herod 
really kill Marlamne? There was 
that hasty slaying of Joab by David, 
allegedly for shedding the blood of 
Absalom: that looked like a cover- 
up if ever I saw one. . 

Finally, we must have a commis: 
sion to determine whether Cain 
really killed Abel. That always 
seemed very fishy to me. “Abel was 
a kesper of sheep, but Cain was a 
tiller of the soil." Abel was a 
meal-eater, Cain a vegetarian. Is it 
conceivable that the gentle peasant 
could have murdered the violent 
sheep-herder? 

The difficulty here is that, unlike 
an Agatha Christie thriller, there 
are yery few suspects around. Still, 
there are two, Adam and Eve. Per- 
sonally, I suspect that it was Eve, 
working in cahoots with the serpent, 
who did the deed, but we need a 
Judicial commission to provide us 
with the answers. 


ONE BY-PRODUCT of all these 
investigations is that it is going to 
create an cnormous amount of 


employment. Judges, assessors, 
registrars, ushers, recording 
secretaries, police, detectives — 
David Levy, who holds the Labour 
portfolio among many others, will 
be able to report a triumph in the 
creation of jobs to the voters of Beit 
She’an. And Tami can stay in the 
coalition, if several of the commis- 
sions are headed by their men.

should have no time to bother about 
history. 1 reject such an approach 
with indignation, We are fortunate 
that he is preoccupled with history 
and not science. Stalin, for instance, 
backed Lysenko's theory of 
genetics, and set back Soviet 
science and agricullure half a cen- 
tury. The Jewish people has sur- 
vived So much: I oorkery that we 
will live through a judicial commis- 
gion about history as well. 


HARD UPON the Begin newa

Meir Ronnen 
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A NEW gullery devoted to finds 
connected with Canaanite cults and 
religion from the 14th-13th century 
B.C.E. was opened at the Israel 
Museum this week. A quite mugnili- 
cent permanent display, it occupies 
a mezzanine floor overlooking other 
works of the Canaanite period in 
the Bronfman Archeologicil 
Museum. 

The gullery has been arranged by 
Curator Miriam Tadmor and is dis- 
pluyed with exquisite taste; it 
features images of Canaanite deities 
in gold, bronze and pottery; 
ceremonial and luxury vessels of 
ivory, gold and faience; glass and 
carnelian jewellery; sculptures and 
reliefs of animals; and a fascinating 
scale model of the Fosse Temple of 
Lachish complete with miniature 
replicas of the fine vessels found in 
situ and which are displayed nearby 
or in the showcases. Even podiums 
of the temple’s columns are on dis- 
play. The whole arrangement is 
backed with a giant photograph of 
Tel Lachish.

culture reached its peak during the 
second half of the second millenium 
B.C.E., were once rolled over by 
the Hyksos, but they were finally 
caught in a historical pincer move- 
ment: as Joshua was flattening their 
cities and scattering their idols, they 
were being invaded by the sea peo- 
ples of the Aegean thus setting the 
stage for the famous clashes 
between the Israelites und the 
Philistines (liternlly, the ‘‘tin- 
vaders"), 

Those Canaunites who were not 
assimilated into one side or the 
other, fled into oblivion. Some of 
their gods and goddesses, like 
Astarte, were taken over by the 
Philistines, but they too were even- 
tually swept away by the militant 
monotheism of the Israelites. 


REFERENCES to the Canaanite 
deities are familiar to us from the 
Bible. But most of our knowledge of 
Canaanite religion is based chiefly 
on the mythological texts found at 
Ugarit in northern Syria, where, if I 
am not mistaken, some of the 
earliest evidence of the Hebrew 


“alphabet was also found. 


Most of the deities on show here 
are small. One presumes that any 
monumental images were totally 
destroyed by Joshua's men. But 
they did not loot the Fosse Temple 
they levelled at Lachish: and it 
provided us with so many of the 
ritual and libation vessels on show 
here. 

An extraordinary perfume flask 
was found on the central altar. 
Made [from a hollowed elephant 
tusk in the shape of a woman, It is 
surmounted by a spoon in the form 
of a hand which has a little channel 
that enabled the precious liquid to

drop back into the flask, It is quite 
dark grey-blue, having been burned 
in the final destruction of the tem- 
le. 

An even more dramatic find, one 
with Egyptian connotations, comes 
from another temple that stood 
nearby at the very summit of the 
mound of Lachish. It is a beaten 
sheet gold plaque depicting. in 
repousse, 8. goddess standing on a 
horse instead of the usual lion. 
Naked except for a horned hat, her 
hair ends in the typical Hathor curls 
and in each hand she holds a lotus. 
Her eye, genitals and the horse's 
eye were once inlaid with some 
other material; the plaque itself was 
probably attached to something 
else, to judge by the perforated 
edges, Was she Anat, Asherah or 
Astarte? 

Astarte was always a full-frontal 
nude and many examples of her 
abound here. Most of them were 
designed as “standing” figures but 
others, possibly depicting con- 
cubines, were depicted lying down 
on a bed. The latter were found in 
graves and the most beautiful one of 
all, with her head on a bolster-like 
pillow, comes from the collection of

IN A very real sense, Bernini (1598- 
1680) is Rome: he left the imprint of 
his vision on the Eternal City in a 
way that no man has done anywhere 
else, Like Picasso, he was a boy 
wonder, the son of a medioctity he 
soon surpassed, He was the greatest 
sculptor since Michaelangelo and 
the greatest exponent of the Baro- 
que, which he Invented. He led Italy 
out of Mannerism and evolved a 
form of sculpture which, for the first 
time, involved the spectator in its 
space. 

Bernini has, however, suffered 
from the austerity of modern tuste. 
His bold mixing of different 
materials, colours and textures and 
use of stained glass, together with 
the often over-smooth finish of many 
of his sculptures, offended later 
taste and often with good reason. 
But one has to look past horrors like 
his baldacchino, the great vulgar 
canopy of St. Peter's, just as one has 


the Museum. Many of these 
figurines were cast and some are 
displayed with their moulds. 

These figurines turn up in objects 
of everyday use too; knives, bottle 
stoppers, mirrors, though they ulso 
look as though they may have been 
made for ritual or royal use. Onc lit- 
tle head is cast in solid opaque glass, 
a very early example of glass- 
making. 


AHARON REMEZ is a former 
R.A.F. sergeant-pilot, an  [sraeli 
major-general and 1.A.F, com- 
mander, ambassador, Minister of 
Transport and Head of the Ports 
Authority. For the-last decade of his 
well-earned retirement he has been 
carving wood and plaster with great 
skill; and, occasionally, to great ef- 
fect. Of particular note are his four 
waxed plasters, two of heads with 
inner, surrealistic space; and one 
large and powerful abstract com- 
position, dated 1974-79. (Debel Gal- 
lery, Ein Karem).

OF NOTE are many beautiful 
cylinder seals, a device which 
originated in Mesopotamia. Rolled 
onto wet clay, the seals produce 8

for sealing rolls of papyrus. The 
Egyptian connection is obvious 
here. Canaanite sites at Beit Shean, 
Megiddo, Lachish, Tell el-Ajul, Beit 
Shemesh and elsewhere have 
yielded a trove of scarabs, some of 
them of Egypt's Thutmose 1Π and 
Ramses ἴΐ, III and 1V (cor- 
respondence between the King of 
Lachish and his Egyptian overlords 
was found preserved in the el- 
Armana archives). The scarabs are 
of course in the shape of the dung 
beetle, which the Egyptians 
believed pushed the ball of the sun 
across the sky. 

On the other hand, Canaanite 
deities like Resheph were 
transplanted south and worshippe' 
by the ever-electic Egyptians.

through Michaelangelo to Greece 
for the foundations of his art and he 
also turned to painting for inspira- 
tion: he emerged from Caravaggio 
with a new humanistic insight. His 
realism is compounded of psycho- 
physical subtleties.

PROFESSOR Wittkower'’s tower- 

ing monograph of Bernini the sculp- 

tor is as fresh and os valid as when it 

was first published 26 years 880 (it 

was revised both before and after 

his death). A distillation of κα 
lifetime of research, it is both com- 
prehensive and yet brief, and ἃ 
wonderfully easy read. It even gives 
us some idea of Bernini the 
architect, though that is beyond the 
scope of the study. The essay out- 
lines his stylistic development and 
iconography, his mythical and 
religious imagery, his extraordinari- 
ly human portraiture, his fountains 
and statuary related to architecture,

wooden mask. The smaller 
photographs to the catalogue are 
poor and some are quite inade- 
quate, but one can appreciate the 
difficulties in assembling them. 

Nevertheless this volume, a book 
for both scholars and neophytes, is a 
wonderful testament to the genius 
of Bernini, who, writes Wittkower, 
“achieved the total subordination of 
architecture, sculpture and decora- 
tion to an overriding spiritual con- 

ception.” For as Wittkower reminds 
us, Bernini was deeply devout; and 
it no doubt helped him achieve in 
his subjects what has been termed 

“aq paroxysm of devotion.” 

All that’s lacking in Wittkower's 
work is a more critical attitude to

DURING AN Easter sermon nearly 
1g00 years ago, the Bishop of 
Sardes, in Asia Minor, accused the 
Jews of deicide, the “killing of 


This May the guest house of Nes 
Ammim ("Sign to the Nations,” but 
also “Miracle of the Nations”) in 
Western Galilee will be officially in- 
augurated in the presence of the 
Minister of Tourism. 

The connection is less obscure 
than it seems. Nes Ammim, 
between Acre and Nahariya, is 8 
Christian cooperative settlement cs- 
tablished just 20 years ago, u moshay 
shitufi in every sense. Its purpose is 
no less than to change Christianity’s 
attitude toward the Jews, to right a 
long and complicated theological 
and historical wrong, to “turn over 
a new leaf in Jewish-Christian 
relations.” 

The reference to the Bishop of 
Sardes is the first in a list of wrongs 
perpetrated by Christians, 
enumerated in Nes Ammim’s state- 
ment of purpose. Then come 
Bishop Ambrosius, the Crusades, 
Martin Luther, and on to the 
Holocaust. 

At Nes Ammim, the idea of mis- 
sionary work among Jews is un- 
thinkable, precisely because the aim 
is to correct what is seen as an an- 
cient Christian error. This is the 
Church doctrine, “foreseen by Paul 
and warned against, but 
nevertheless ignored by the early 
Church”: that God had “repudiated 
His Covenant with Israel and re- 
established it with those who ac- 
cepted the Messiah, i-e., the Gentile 
Church,” which made itself the new - 
heir to the Covenant.

In view of the dire condition of 
many of the country’s cash crops, I 
asked de Gier whether they were 
also disconsolate at Nes Ammim. 
“We had some good years with 
roses, and we will again,” he said, 
and added, ‘There's a Dutch 
proverb that says, ‘If a farmer isn't 
complaining, it’s a sign that he's 
sick."

THERE WILL always be problems, 
but today the place is flourishing. 
Relations with Kibbutz Lohamei 
Hageta'ot — which the hand of 
fate and the site of the Druse 
sheikh’s property made a close 
neighbour — are excellent, A rabbi 
of Nahariya, who had ted fierce 
local opposition to Nes Ammim, 
visited for the first time in 1970 and, 
after long discussion, friendly rela- 
tions evolved. 

When 1 asked de Gier why Nes 
Ammim attracts young people from 
abroad who are hard working and 
appear perfectly well adjusted, he 
replied; “This is a time when people 
are turning back and looking for 
values, The Christian churches are 
discovering the roots of Christianity 
in Judaism. And this country is still 
in the challenging period of building 
itself.” 

Dr. Pilon died in 1975 and is 
buried at Nes Ammim. Christine 
Pilon, his widow, lives permanently 
in the village. She is a woman of 
great warnith, articulateness, and 
obvious idealism. It was she who 
walked with me through the mud 
and driving rain to see the carpentry 
shop. She is always ready to explain, 
once again, the principles of her 
husband’s dream, and probably 
does a better job of public relations 
with Christian visitors than do any 
number of emisseries abroad.

THE CARPENTRY shop seemed 
to me a special joy, and doing very 
well — as any small, well-run 
chrpentry shop with a specialty is 
bound to be these days. At Nes Am- 
mim the speciality is staircases, and 
the shop fills orders for private 
homes and contractors.

Section 4, “Back to What?"

Mishna, Karo's Code of Jewish 
Law, the Thirteen Declarations of 
Faith, and a brief description of the 
ature of the Messianic era. 

Section 5, "How to Get Back,” 
sliggests ways to begin observing the 
mitzvot: observance of the Sabbath, 
the dietary laws, prayer, laying tefil- 
fin und wearing tsitsit, and family 
purity. Quite rightly Schiller stresses 
that "The need for the Jew seeking 
to reclaim his faith to establish a 
close proximity to a community of 
believers cannot be overestimated.

tainly is most fully realized Logether 
with one's fellows.” Another way of

“On the Sabbath, man is en.

WITHIN A religious community, 
one cin also ste from examples 
around one thal “the turning or 
returning™ is ἃ continuous process, 
One can always be more aware, 
more kind, do a belter job at work, 
pray with heightened sensitivity and 
concentration. It becomes obvious 
too that just being religious in rituat 
and in Sabbuth observance and diet 
provides no guarantee of suitable 
behaviour or righteousness. We ull 
live our lives in lime. Every second 
or minute is an opportunity for good 
or evil. The sensualist chooses 
pleasure, the rationulist “objective 
fact,” the artist beauly. A religious 
person must try to discover truth, 
which in turn will lead to proper 
behaviour; and in this trial by life, 
Jewish tradition and jearning are his 
sole support. Life lived like this, on 
the edge, rarely becomes routine. ἢ 
also helps if one can extend the 
imagination so as to sense each and 
every minute as one’s last — literal- 
ly — a perspective which neatly 
clarifies the essentials and makes 
superflouous the stifling weight of

HISTORIES OF smaller ond 
remote Jewish communities are 
often object lessons in the study of 
Jewish survival. Despite their dis- 
tance from the mainsiream, they 
form tightly-knit, communites, 
determinedly struggling to preserve 
their identity and tradition.

Under the impact of events in 
Europe, unti-Semitic attitudes tuok 
on significance for the first time in 
the interwar period. Kosmin docu- 
ments the rise of anti-Jewish feel- 
ings umong the British settlers, 
which reached tangible expression 
in the opposition to the immigration 
of Jewish refugees from Central 
Europe in the 1930s. In fact, the im- 
migration issue dominated Rhode- 
sian politics during this period. 

__ It is telling that the Labour Party, 
in response to popular feeling, cal- 
led for an end to uncontrolled 
Jewish immigration. In the end, 
Pressure hy the Jewish community 
persuaded the government to admit 
ἃ certain number of refugees, and 
the record eventually wus better 
than that of many other countries, 
such as South Africa. 


AFTER THE WAR, various unsettling 
elements affected the Jews of 
Southern Rhadesia. For one thing, 
anti-Semitism continued to be felt 
in nationalist circles. For another, 
Jews were hopeful of the success of 
the_Central African Federation, and 
were disillusioned by its disintegra- 
tion. Moreover, many Jews were in- 
volved in liberal multi-racialist 
politics and were uncomfortable un- 
der-fan Smith and his Unilateral 
‘Declaration of Independence. 
The.book ends around 1970, with 
some 5,000 Jews in the country, who 
comprise a wealthy and important 
elerhent,.but are subject to constant .

So once more I have to beg my 
readers’ indulgence; il is no easy 
task to review the present offering 
without bringing sex into it. 

Erotic literature, and 1 don’t 
mean smut, is as old as literuture 
itself. But first-hand, professional 
literature, which can be claimed as 8 
tax-deductible fringe benefit by our 
urbane streetwalkers or interurban 
Queens of the Road, is rare. There 
is much material on the subject of 
sex available for fun, little for profit. 
Such splendid works as those of 
Pietro (‘Il Divino”) Aretino (1492- 
1557) come to mind. His 
Ragionamenti is an indoctrination 
course in the art and philosophy of 
prostitution from which we can con- 
clude that to act as a lightning con- 
ductor for man's random passions 
on an ad hoc basis is u noble 
enterprise. 

In our days we only have the 
celebrated Polly Adler. Prostitu- 
tion, to the truly professional, must, 
as in other professions, give satisfac- 
tion to its practitioners as well as to 
the clientele, and those who huve 
been successful in any profession 
tend to succumb to the temptation 


- to impart the secret of their success. 


In this regard, prostitutes are no dif- 
ferent from scientists, politicians or 
captains of industry or finance and, 
if they write well, so much the bet- 
ter. 

My advice to those aspiring to 
fame and fortune has always been, 
“IF you want to get to the top, don’t 
start al the bottom.” However, | am 
well aware that many cannot, for 
one reason or another, follow this 
advice. 


NELL KIMBALL was such 8 
person. Born in 1854 on a dirt-poor, 
hard-scrabble farm in Southern Il- 
linois, the eldest child of a Catholic 
family, Nell learned the facts of life 
early from her ‘brothers’ experi- 
ments with the available livestock as 
well: as with each other, and had to 
fend for herself not only against the 
onslaughts of the farmhands but 
those of her incestuous bible- 
thumping father. 

It was neither curiosity nor the 
struggle against depravity which 
drove her to greener pastures but 
sheer hunger. For what only just 
saved the family from starvation 
was Aunt Letty's meagre savings.

It 
seems to me that on busy days, par- 
ticularly Fridays and the eves of 
holidays, .every checkout point 
should be open for business, even if 
this means that the manager and 
the assistant manager have to 
chip in and man cash registers. In 
general, why can’t personnel from 
various sections be taught each 
other's jobs 80 they could be shifted 
around when necessary?

quieter than the latter half. On Sun- 
days, the Carmel! open-air market ἰῃ 
Tel Aviv — and probably mos 
others—works only at half be gon 
with many of the shops and. stalls 
closed altogether, which makes ita 
relaxing, if not completely satisfac: 
tory, time to shop there. of 

If you want to take advantage 
home-delivery service from 8 super:

ping, it is also wise to do it ae 
when these facilities are not ove 
burdened.
